Mr. N. P. Ames mes Carter of Am- 
herst addressed the members of 
the Fortnightly at their regular 
meeting sheld last Friday: after- 
noon at Alexander Hall. ‘ihe 
president presided and _ there 
was a goodly attendance. Mr. 
Carter illustrated his talk with 
pictures, both still and movie. 

He said, ‘‘that Mexico was nev- 
er a really near neighbor of this 
country due to the arid tableland 
which divides us. Two-thirds of 
the people are Indians called 
peons and number about 10 mil- 
lions.” The views shown pictured 
them as living in extreme pover- 
ty. Mr. Carter passed quickly 


_ from these sordid scenes to Mexi- 


co City, the most beautiful city 
on the North American continent. 
The old cathedrals were especial- 
Ix beautiful with tiled domes, ar- 
tistic carving overlaid with pure 
gold and of old Spanish archi- 
tecture. One of the views showed 
Maximilian’s mansion high on an 
eminence. Other views included 
the fine arts building, the beau- 
til parks, in some which there 
are open air libraries. One view 
showed a park in which the 
story of Don Quixote was illus- 
trated in tiles around the seats— 
where readers may sit and read 
Cervantes at their leisure. Views 
of the pyramids of Mexico prov- 
ed very interesting as did the 
Aztec Calendar Stone, whose ela- 
borate carvings give proof that 
this ancient race had an enlight- 
ened civilization. Nevertheless 
barbarism mixed wth their in- 
telligence, for besides the Calen- 
dar stone may be seen the Sacri- 
ficial stone horrible souvenir of 
priestly power and human 
cruelty... 

Mr. Carter presented Mexico’s 
strong contrasts; the poor dwell- 
ings of the Indans against the 
beautiful buildings of the city; 
the impressive mountains, two of 
them extinct volcanoes, bearing 
those unpronounceable names of 
our’ chidéteed, “in contrast’ with 
the arid plains. Ancient methods 
of living with modern; a most 
interesting country.
